Mehter’s Depét in such manner and with such 
out-offices and appurtenances as the Justices shall 
from time to time determine. 


Deposit and removal of 
Night Soil. 


22. Every keeper of a Public Necessary or of 
a Tola Mehter’s Depdt shall provide himself with 
such number of tubs and carts as the Justices 
may deem negessary for the stowage and removal 
of night soil, and such tubs and carts shall be 
supplied by the Justices at the charge of the said 
keepers, at such prices as the Justices shall from 
time to time fix. 


£3. Every keeper of a Public Necessary or of 
a Tola Mehter’s Depét shall maintain the tubs 
and carts which may be supplied to him under 
the preceding Bye-laws in good and proper order. 


2%, The Justices shall specify in the license
